D  May  5,  1939 

Many  conversations,  but  none  of  particular  in¬ 
terest  except  the  one  vvith  the  Japanese  ^uabassador.  The 
final  formula  for  the  Tripartite  Pact  has  been  sent  to  ^rita 
in  Tokyo,  Very  weak,  xiibbentrop  too  is  dissatisfied  with  it. 
But  the  Ambassador  warns  me  thc.t  now  it  is  difficult  to  push 
matters  further  and  that  we  are  close  to  the  breaking  point. 


E  May  6  and  7,  1939 


The  alliance,  or  rather  the  iimediete  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  alliance,  was  decided  Saturday  evening  right 
after  dinner  at  the  Continental,  following  a  telephone  cell 
from  the  Duce.  iifter  the  talk,  I  reported  to  L'ussolini  the 
results,  satisfying  from  our  point  of  view.  He,  us  always 
when  he  has  achieved  something,  demands  more,  end  asked  me 
to  have  the  Bilateral  Fact  announced,  which  he  has  always 
preferred  to  the  Triengular  alliance,  xiibbentrop,  who,  at 
the  bottom  of  his  heart,  has  always  aimed  at  the  inclusion 
of  Japan  in  the  Pact,  at  first  demuired  but  then  ended  by 
giving  in  with  the  reservation  that  he  must  obtain  Hitler's 
approval  and  personally  helped  with  the  editing  of  the  com¬ 
munique.  V.hen  I  informed  the  Buce  on  i^unday  morning  he 
displayed  particular  satisfaction. 


F  May  14,  1939 

Ribbentrop  is  making  a  last  attempt  to  add  a 
tripartite  pact  with  Japan  to  the  signature  of  the  alliance. 
I  do  not  object  although  I  am  fundamentally  skeptical  of  the 
possibility  and  also  of  the  usefulness  of  the  thing. 
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
